‘on ‘the prospects of the port ab 
the end of the ear, Nob 
only do the Chinese hesitate to buy ; 
the Chinese dealer who imported 
goods last year is confronted now 
with freeh imports sent forward at 
n higher, and consequently more 
favourable, exchange. In the end 
trade with backward countries has 
always to regard as its main factor 
the facile production and placing on 
the market of the produce grown in 
the country itself, with the sale of 
which it is alone possible for most 
of the people, who in such countries 
are poor, to pay for the luxury of 
foreign imports. Hence when ex- 
change is low we see export trade 
flourishing, much larger quantities 
of what used to be called “ muck and 
truck” going forward, more ample 
freights provided for ‘the shipping, 
nd, above all, more money put into 
the pockets of the farming class, 
who form the bu'k of the native 
population. There are many articles 
produged, in China, which can only 
go forward at-low eXchange, if they 
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are to. com with the better 
ality: of similar products from 
Bereigt countries ; such articles for 
instance as wool, hides, straw braid, 
and many others which will occur 
readily enough to readers, and 
whose production has increased 
from nothing at all toa very con- 
siderable amount in quite recent 
years, 

‘No one objects to the enhaned 
value of silver per se. It is the 
ever present threat of a sudden fall 
that paralyses business and which 
often reduces legitimate trade, s0- 
called, to pure gambling in ex- 
change. What we all ask is a 
stable exchange and this, if there 
were but unanimity among the 
European powers represented. in 
China, we might long since have 
had, ‘We could huve insisted upon 
the Chinese putting an end to the 

resent condit of chaos in their 

nance, in the same way that the 
Japanese, a nation withous one- 
tenth of the resources of China, 
were able to reform their currency 
with comparatively no disturbance. 
Tt may be the da; not far 
distant’ when the pia desideria 
of the famous Mackay Treaty of 
1902 will commence to materialise 
into substantive results; of which 
one of the first will, we fervently 
hope, be a reform of the currency, 
This, coupled with a gold standard, 
can alone relieve the trade of China 
of its present serious handicsp,—a 
measure of value constantly fluc\u- 
ating.

CHINESE 
‘TROUBADOURS.

Tue word “Troubadour” in- 
stantly. conjures up before the 
mind of the moderately well-read 
Westerner a ion of gallanb 
youths, richly attired, full of levity 
‘and xbandon, serenading the ladies 
of their choice, under the warm 
skies of Italy and the south 
France, whilst the stars above 
shone brightly, and sinture herself 
seemed to listen to the stirring 
songs and music. Renders of 
European history know that from 
the tenth to the thirteenth century 
the troubadours of Provence were 
the élite of the knighthood, gallant 
gentlemen whose gallant deeds on 
the battlefield were only equalled 
by their romantic love for the fair, 
and their devotion to the lady of 
their choice. In those palmy days 
lof chivalry these troubadours did 
not sing for fi'thy lucre, but for love ; 
they did not seek the appreciation 
of the crowd, but the notice of a 
single pair of eyes, ns the singing 
bird in Spring sings to attract 
and captivate the heart of its mate. 
The earlier troubadours sang for 
love and the reward of female 
smiles: their imitators sang for 
money and the applause of the 
crowd, What at first was an 
amusement for the cultured, became 
to their imitators a serious business, 
and those who thought the profes: 
sion suited to themselves, flun; 
themselves into it, and travelle 
hither and thither in search of ex- 
citement, adventure, and wine, Even 
lata much later day literary men, 
when their fortunes were low and 
the public indifferent, availed them- 
selves thereof in order to gain a 
livel:hood. Oliver Goldsmith wan- 
dered over a large part of Europe at 
‘one period of his life, and we are 
told that his only possessions were 
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aclean shirt and his flute. At | 
he landed in London with experi- 
ences which no doubt assisted him 
in climbing to the high emiuence 
be at last made his own, One has 
but to refer (0 the Homeric poems 
and the rhapsodists of ancient 
Greece to bring before one a world 
of romanc: which is equally fasci 
ating.

‘Thus in the sunny South and the 
colder North, in ancient, mediwval, 
and comparatively modern days, 
the romuncer has filled the mind: 
of men with beautiful pictures and 
the heart with tumultuous passions. 
In China there exists to-day, and 
apparently has long existed, a clns- 
of men who fill the place of the 
rhapsodists of -Greece, and the 
troubadours of Provence, and the 
minstrels of Scotland. One is 
accustomed to regard the Chinese 
ag an unromantic, phlegmatic race 
of mortals, whose iden of happiness 
is n bowl piled up of white rice, 
crowned with a little fat porl 
pickled vegetables; and as one ob 
erves their crowded streets, and 
looks into their squalid homes, there 
is much reason for the inference. 
ity, however, China is not 
ements of romance, and 
is not lacking in minds that can 
appreciate the stirring themes that 
myth and legend, history and poetry 
have created for their amusement, 
and their edification. Up to the 
present the Middle Kingdom has 
practically remained un-nvaded by 
the influences of the nineteenth and 
twentievh centuries, which have 
been #0 detrimental to everything 
that does not run on rails and that 
cannot be fla-hed across a wire as a 
sixpenny telegram. China is to- 
day what Europe was a thousand 
years ago, except that a few Treaty 
ports have seen the new order of| 
things, and one or two waterways 
have been troubled by the spiash 
of the waterwheel. "alrendy in 
these i 
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terranean liciors are beginning to 
tremble for their influence and are 
alont to betake themselves to 
nure accluded corners of the em- 





pire. The material lying ready 
to the hand of Chinese trouba- 
dours is very extensive and 
not without attractiveness. The 
chronicled history of Chinese 
dynasties is rich in fact and fancies 
One dynasty has followed another, 
and the foreign beel has been placed 
on the neck of China more than 
once. Moreover, there are periods 
like that of the three kingdoms, 
which developed heroes of colossal 
magnitude and leonine courage, 
whose deeds have made them re- 
nowned thrvugh two millenniume. 
and whose ikons are worshipped 
today in many homes and by most 
mandnrins ; there are dynasties like 
the Yuen, when the splendour of 
Kublai so fascinated Marco Polo, 
that his description of things in the 
Celestial Empire first dazzled and 
then roused the critical spirit of the 
t. Nor is the more prosaic 
history of their own Mings without 
ita episodes that lond themselves to 
the tonjue of the narrator, as one 
niny see who reads the lives of men 
compiled in the % Fi WF. But 
after all, to minds which crave for 
real excitement, pro-aic history will 
not suffice. In China the want has 
been supplied. Taoism hus filed the 
air with demons and fairies, and 
Buddhism has added her devils and 
xhoste, and when these join hands 
they are as exciting as the witches 
of Shakespeare, or the spirits 
Milton, “ majest‘c though in ruin 
‘These celestial, mundane, xnd in- 
fernal creations are gr-uped and 
made to act and spexk inthe “Liu 
Chai” of Piu Suvg-ling with con- 
xummate literary ability, and daring 
freshness, Even in the English 
dress the volum re full of inter 
est, nlmost, if not quite as fi 
ing as the “Arabian Nights, 
indeed cover a wider range, and 
introduce to the reader a larger 
number of actors »nd dramintir 
persone. Daniel Defoe's creations 
are not more realistic than the 
strange world of Piu Sung-ling, 
and these are all ready to 
hand for the Chinese trouba- 
dour, and in the audience there 
are those who have read and 
understood enough of them to have 
the appetite whetied for a recital, 
and @ dramatic representation. 
Enough has been said to make it 
plnin that the Chinese world, seen 
and unseen, furnishes the story- 
tellers with materinl without end 
wor the task they have set them- 
selves. 

When we approsch the person+ 
themselves, we inust be pre- 
pared for a race of prosaic 
mortals, whore attire is nor 
distinctive, and who do not avail

ordinary mortals are they, as the

THE CZAR AND HIS 
PARLIAMENT. 


20th June. 

‘Tue recrudescense of the revolu- 
tionary movement in Russia is 
again causing public attention to 
be directed to that unhappy coun- 
try. ‘The brighter’ outlook which 
the Imperial sanction of the forma- 
tion of « national Parliament gave 
i soon been overclouded, 
and the latest telegraphic news 
that the situation is of the gloom- 
i Outbreaks of a more or less 
serious nature are occurring in 
different parts of the country, di- 
sastrously affecting the Bourses and 
causing a fall in’ Russian stocks, 
Moscow is again unsettled, the 
troops have been increased in the 
factory quarters of St. Petersburg, 
and at Bielostok, Lithuania, the 
scene of the most recent massacre, 
the outrages, which are said to 
have been stimulated hy the 
Government, have caused a question 
in the House of Commons as to 
the desirability of postponing the 
proposed naval visiv to Cronstadb 
asa protest. In addition to. these 
more serious outbreaks there are, 
no doubt, disturbances on a smaller 
scale, and it is difficult to take any 
bub a most pessimistic view of the 
situation. 

‘The opening of the Dama by the 
Czar was hailed as the inauguration 
of an era of liberty for the oppress- 
ed and down-trodden people. Ib 
ig now, over a month since the 
first Russian legislative assembly 
began its life, and the hopes of 
those to whom its convocation gave 
cause for greab satisfaction, seem 
doomed to disappointment, if we 
may judge from present indications, 
‘There may, possibly, have been some 
misconception as to the functions of 
the Duma, which apparently are in- 
‘ended to be deliberative rather then 
constructive, and therefore, very 
«lifferent from those of the House of 
Common and similar legislative 
assemblies in other countries. The 
Czar in bis speech invited the co- 
‘uperation of the representatvies 
oP the people in the work of 


























framing the law, promisin; the 
same fine that the new institu. 
tions should have his firm support. 
This looks satisfactory on the face 
of it, but it is questionable whether 
the Czar and his advisers ever in- 
tended that the Duma should be 
empowered to do more than simply 
formulate the wishe: of the nation, 
leaving to themselves to decide how 
far it may be desirable or safe to give 
expression to the proposals. ‘This 
is indicated by the attitude of the 
Cazr when the Duma made its first 
demand that an amnesty should be 
granted to political offendere. The 
position since then may be summed 
up in a word—the Duma on the 
one hend trying to extend its 
inadequate were, and the Czar 
and visers, on the other, 
continually seeking to impress on 
the Duma its limits and restrictior 
And the inevitable result of th 
deadlock @ renewal 
troubles and disturbances, 
The reply of the Dama to the 
speech from the Throne was 
strong and dignified. But the 
demands made, and the changes 
suggested, were most radical and 
far reaching—the inviolability of 
the person, liberty of conscience, 
wpeech, and the Press, of nas 
tions, gatherings and strikes, a 
for the satisfaction of the needs 
of the peasantry, recognition of 
the freedom of organisation for 
workmen, popular education, and, 
last but not least, amnesty, -a 
demand of the people’s conscience, 
which it is sepoeeibla to refuse 
or dela enumeri 
by no means exhausts thi 
and it is not surprising that 
many well-wishers of the cause'of 
constitutionalism in Russia begin 
to fear that the Duma was going too 
fast. Half a loaf is better than no 
bread, and itis possible that a more 
moderate presentation of the legiti- 
mate claims of the people would 
have been the wiser course to 
pursue, and the one more likely to 
eventuato in the obtaining of im- 
portant and substantial privileges. 
‘As has been pointed out, “the 
Duma is absolutely inexperienced 
in any kind of public work ; it i 
extremely heterogeneous iu its 
composition, and its members lack 
the knowledge both of one another, 
which is necessary for fruitful co- 
operation, and of the very elements 
of Parliamentary procedure.”

One docs 
not like to contemplate the possibi- 
lity of such a catastrophe ; never- 
theless, it is conceivable that the 
Czar and his advisers, exasperated 
by the unyielding attitude of the 
Duma, may take the step of dissoly- 
ingit.’ Such a consummation would 
evitably be the signal for the 
beginning of a struggle between 
Cznt and people more fierce and 
more deadly than any of those 
which have yet broken out. The 
revolutionary party, fur all ite 
organisation, has never been able 
to claim to act, as the Duma can, 
‘as a national body, representing 
national opinion in conflict with 
the Crown, The Czar has called a 
new Power into existence and to 
uttempt lightly to suppress it will 
be fatal.

Two days 
before leaving India, at a dinner 
given in his honour by the Bycullx 
Club, he again emphasized this 
guiding principle, “Ibis the Indian 

r,” he said, “the Indien peasant, 
the patient, bumble, silept millions, 
the 80 per cent who subsist by 
agriculture, who know very little of 
policies, but who profit or suffer by 
their resulte, and whom men’s eye, 
even the eyes of tl 
men, too often forget 
refer, Hehas beenin the background 
of every policy for which I have been 
responsible, of every surplus of 
which I have assisted in the dis- 
position. We see him not in the 
splendour and opulence, nor even 
in the squalor of great cities; he 
reads no newspapers, for as a rule, 
he cannot read at all; he has no 
politice. But he is the bone and 
sinew of the country, by the sweat 
of bis brow the soil is tilled, from: 
Inbour comes one-fourth of the 
national income, he should te the 
final object of every Viceroy’s 
regard.”

GERMAN POLICY 
IN CHINA. 


The “ Times” published on the 26th 
of April the following interesting 
telegram from its Peking correspondent

A large as- 
somblago of Chinese avd foreigners 
witnessed hisdeparture, Baron Mumm's 
promotion has beon well oarned. For 
five years ho has worked energetically 
for his country, and he might have 
obtained considerable success had 
the policy of bis Government been #0 
ontiroly distrusted by the Chinese.

and Economic Annual in an attract- 
tive form. The sixth volume of the 
series, and the first issued since the 
termination of the war with Russia, 
has for frontispiece a large chart of 
clearly printed maps comprising the 
entire group of Japanese islands, 
inoluding the lower half of Karafuto 
(Saghalien), and Formosa, sm iller 
teale maps of Cores and Manchuria, 
and a key plan of the world on 
Mereator’s projection. On these 
we find all the recent changes 
carefully marked and the diagrams 
of railway and shipping lines 
brought up to date, Eleven pages 
of coloured plates and diagrams 
follow, They present concisely and 
readily the chief result of the 
figures in the boly of the volume 
iteelf nud have a fascination quite 
apart from their political »nd 
commercial interest. Introductory 
tables show the geographical 
situation of Japan; the extent of 
its coast and area (totalling 7,432.86 
ri of coast and 27,061.98 square 
ri of area); the population of the 
Empire, from 1872 (33,110,793) to 
1906 (48,608,943,) figures in each 
case exclusive of Taiwan (Formosa) ; 
and the number of prefectures, 
rural districts, cities, towns, and 
villages. 

‘The book proper is divided into 
five parts and an appendix, the 
first part dealing with finance 
generally, and the budget for the 
year 1906-7 more yarticulnrly. 
This bas already been tiscussed in 
some detail by our Tokio corres- 
pondent at the time the Budget’ 
was before the Diet. We may 
remark, however, that the aggregate 
revenue and expenditure m the 
general and supplementary budgets 
exactly balance at Yen 494,704,707 
(£50,686,957). Reference to the 
diagrnm reveals the extraordinary 
growth both in revenue and ex- 
penditure in the last ten yenrs. In 














the decale preceding 1896-7, 
the totals on both sides of the 
national balance shect averaged 
about 100,000,000 yen, In that 
year they leapt up to nearly double, 
nd, except for a slight retrench. 
ment in 1903-4, the growth has 
been steady ever since, till it has 
reached the present high level. It 
is to be noted in regard to the pre- 
sent budget that ordinary revenue 
is estimated to exceed ordinary 
expenditure by nearly 50,000,000 
yen, the extra amount going to ex- 
traordinary expenditure, — which 
nevertheless, owing to the termina- 
tion of the war, whows a decrease of 
100,300,000 yen on the estimate of 
the preceding year. The total 
expenditure for the financial year 
showed, however, an increase of 
nearly 65,000,000 yen over that of| 
1905:6, mainly due to the require. 
ments of the war, for only 
241,000,000 yen, or not quite half of 
it, represents the estimated normal 
expenditure, while 252,000,000 re- 
presents expenditure which has 
become necessary asa direct result 
of the war. The war loans stood at 
the end of the last financial 
year at about 1,280,000,000 yen 
(£181,147,541) ; to this has to be 
added the loans required to be 
raised during the current financial 





year which will bring the total up|® 


to more than 1,700,000,000 yen, or 
three times the total amount of 
loans prior to the outbreak of the 
war, and forming in the words of 
this report “ an unprecedented 
burden upon the State.” The 
Government has, however, taken 
energetic measures to reduce the 
burden and strengthen the financial 
basis by arranging for the annual 
transfer of 110,000,000 yen from the 
General Account to the National 
Debt Redemption Fund. The war 
cost Japan altogether 1,982,000,000 
lyen (£203,073,770) entailing the 
cutting down of all ordinary 
expenditure to the finest possible 
limit, and still requiring to meet it’ 
two succeasive schemes of increased 
direct taxation, but “such was the 
loyalty and patriotism of the whole 














nation that no trouble whatever was 
experienced in carrying out these 
schemes.” The Government, ou 
its part, has, as is generally admit- 
ted, conducted its financial opera 
tions with as much skill as 











it carried out the operations in 
the field; among other things it 
encouraged the deposit of gold and 
silver bullion at home, building up 
en ample specie reserve an] 80 
strengtheuing thenationalcredit and 
permitting the raising of the neces. 
sary loans on favourable terms, The 
ection referring to the war budgeb 
concludes with an interesting para- 
graph which we quote in full: 

“At the commencement of the 
war the whole economic world was, 
iv is true, affected to soine extent

depression, and prices also rose 
slightly in consequence of the 
inflation of the currency, imposition 
of extraordinary special taxes, and 
other circurastances peculiar to war 
time ; but the entire nation having 
in the meantime acquired thrifty
